.u    /^®  foUowing   is  the  amended   form   as  agreed  upon  by 
the  Joint  Committee  at  its  session  held  in  Germain  St.  Church 
Jst.  John,  April  4,  1905  : 

GENERAL : 

.  ./•  .?  '^  ^^^^^^  ^y  ^^^'  Jo"^t  Committee  and  recommended 
to  the  Conference  and  Convention  that  the  ministers  and 
licentiates  of  the  bodies  uniting  shall  have  the  standing  held  by 
them  m  their  respective  bodies  at  the  time  of  the  union! 

2.  The  church  covenants  hitherto  in  use  in  both  bodies  are 
to  remain  unchanged,  except  by  the  action  of  the  individual 
churches. 

(Note.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  it  will  be 
promotive  of  harmony  if  the  churches  when  observing  the  Lord's 
Supper  avoid  the  use  of  any  form  of  invitation,  the  announce- 
ment of  the  observance  being  regarded  as  sufficient. ) 

3.  In  case  of  the  existence  in  the  same  community  of  a 
church  of  each  of  the  uniting  bodies  a  union  of  the  churches  if 
so  desired  by  them,  may  be  effected  bN-  voluntary  action  the 
property  of  the  churches  uniting  to  become  the  property  of  the 
united  church,  the  deacons  of  the  former  churches  also  to  be 
deacons  of  the  new  body. 

4.  Re -arrangement  of  the  pastorates  are  to  be  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  churches  concerned. 

TT  v^:,  Jhe  Committee  recommend  that  the  Association  of  the 
United  Baptist  churches  of  New  Brunswick  shall  at  its  first 
session  appoint  an  Advisory  Committee  to  assist  in  consummating 
the  union  of  churches  in  the  same  locality  where  such  union 
may  seem  to  be  desirable.     It  would  also  l)e  the  diit\-  of  this

6.  The  titk-  to  individual  church  property  to  rt-inaiii  as  now, 
cxccj)!  such  chaus'cs  in  name  and  form  as  may  he  necessary^ 
provision  for  which,  may  he  made  hy  an  act  of  I.egishature. 

7.  The  several  funds  of  the  hodies  to  hect  me  common 
funds  of  the  united  hody,  for  the  several  ])urposes  for  which 
these  funds  have  l)een  contrilvvited. 

K.  Neither  of  the  uniting  bodies  will  be  required  bv  tlie 
union  to  withdraw  su])jiort  from  any  foreign  mi,ssion  work 
hitherto  carried  on  by  tliem 

9.  It  is  proposed  to  so  amalgamate  the  Ministerial  Relief 
t'unds  of  the  uniting  b  ).Hes  tliat  all  ministers  shall  participate  on 
e(pial  terms. 

10  It  is  recommended  that  the  Young  People's  Societies  of 
lx)th  organize  a  Provincial  League  or  I'nion  for  the  better 
prosecution  of  their  work. 

II.  It  is  desired  and  hoi>ed  that  as  speedily  as  possible  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  respective  bodies  will  unite 
and  carry  on  jointly  the  work  they  now  have  in  hand. 

12  The  i)resiciing  officer  of  the  District  Meeting  shall  be 
known  as  C.'hiiirman.  and  that  of  the  Association,  Moderator. 

(JRllANIZATIOXS,  I-TC.  : 

The  Committee  also  submit  the  following  as  a  tentative 
plan  of  organization  : 

I.  The  formation  of  ten  District  Meetings  of  the  united 
Baptist  churches  to  be  formed  of,  (a)  ministers  laboring  in  the 
district;  (b;  2  delegates  from  each  church  for  first  100  resident 
members,  and  one  for  each  additional  100  or  fraction  thereof  ; 
(c)  the  presiding  oflicers  ex  officio  of  Conventioa  and  the 
New  Brunswick  Association,  the  secretaries  of  the  mis-^ionary 
and  educational  boards,  and  retired  ministers  resident  in  the 
district. 

_()bjects— The  District  Meetings  sliall  receive  reports  of 
statistics,  spiritual  condition  and  l)enevol-nces  of  the  churches, 
and  of  the  Sunday  schools.  The  clerk  of  the  District  Meeting 
shall  .'inmially  makf  a  sununr.ry  of  reports  of   tlie  churches  and

:•  '^'J'^-^re  shall  he  a  New  Hrunsick  Association  of  the  united 
baptists,  the  nieinh.Tship  of  which  is  to  he  as  follows  •  (a  )  \11 
ordaiiied  ministers,  menihers  of  the  churches  in  the' province  • 
(b)  deleKates  fnvn  District  Meetings,  one  for  each  500  resident 
members  or  fraction  thereof  ;  (c)  one  .leleK.ite  fn.m  each  church 
in  the  Association  ;  (  d  )  the  prcsi(lin.ir  ofikvr  of  the  Convention 
and  the  secretaries   of   the   niissionarv   and   educational  boards,

Objects— The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be:  (a)  The 
reception  and  consideration  of  reports  of  I)i^trict  Meetin^-s  ■ 
(1);  the  supervision  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  province' 
and  the  a])pointinent  of  nitmhers  of  the  board;  (c)  to  promote 
an  interest  m  the  Annuity  and  Relic-f  I'unds  for  superannuated 
and  inhrm  ministers,  and  widows  ami  chil.lren  of  deceased 
ministers:  (d)  the  consideration  of  the  Stimlav  school  foreij^n 
missionary  and  educational  interests,  with  (Uher  general  matters 
pertaininjj:  to  the  welfare  of  the  body. 

3.  ihere  shall  be  in  connection  with  the  N.  B.  Association  a 
Ministers'  Conference,  to  be  comjiosed  of  the  ordained  ministers 
who  are  memi)ers  of  the  Association.  The  purpose  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  to  promote  fellowship  and  to  remove  any 
matters  of  trial  between  its  members,  to  investitrate  tiie  moral 
character  of  its  members  when  necessarv,  and  to  aid  in  the 
removal  of  difticulties  between  pastors  and  pcO])lc. 


TERRITORIAL    DIVISIONS   : 

The  Committee  suggest   the   division  of  the   Province   into 
the  following  districts : 

First,  to  include  Madawaska,  \'ictoria  and  i)ari-^hes  of 
Wicklow  and  Kent  in  Carleton  Countv  ;  Second,  the  remainder 
of  Carleton  County  :  Third,  York  Co.  ;  I-ourth,  Sunbury  Co 
and  Gagetown  111  (Queens  ;  I'ifth.  remainder  of  gues-ns  Co.  : 
Sixth,  Charlotte  Co.  and  western  part  of  St.  rohn  ■  Seventh 
Kings  and  remainder  of  St  John  ;  Kightli.  All)eTt  Co  •  Ninth' 
Westmorland  Co.;  Tenth,  Kent,  Northumberland.  Oloucester 
ami  Restigouclie. 
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
